KANSAS CITY FLOODED, 
LOSS MILLION AND HALF. 


ANSAS CITY (Mo.) Sept. 7.—As 
K. result of the greatest rainstorm 

ever experienced here, more than 
3000 homes have been flooded and 
hundreds of persons driven into the 
streets. | 
Despite the fact that the waters are 
receding, there is much danger from 
collapsing buildings. The loss is esti- 
mated at $1,500,000. Telephone serv- 
ice throughout the city is demoralized 
and street car service suspended in 
many sections. 
The flood already has cost three 
lives. Two men were killed when 
they came in contact with a broken 
trolley wire, and a woman was 
drowned when the waters engulfed 
her home. 
Overflowing streams flooded the 
Country Club district, the south side, 
the east and west bottoms, Sheffield 
and other sections. The greatest 
damage was done in the southwestern 
part of the city and in Rosedale, a 
suburb, where the water stood twen- 
}ty-three feet deep in places. 

SEVEN INCHES OF RAIN. 
Turkey Creek, a drainage stream, 
always treacherous, was a harmless 
thread of murky water when the men 
and women who live in the valley 
southwest of the city went to bed last 
night.

DESTROYS BRITISH CRUISER. 


SHIP’S BIBLE IS FOUND INTACT. 


ONDON, Sept. 6 (delayed.)—It is 

learned on reliable authority that 

the captain and fifty of the crew 
of the British cruiser Pathfinder, 
which was eunk by a mine in the 
North Sea, have been saved. 

The destruction of the Pathfinder 
occurred about 4 o'clock Saturday aft- 
ernoon at a point ten miles northeast 
of Saint Abb’s head, Scotland. While 
she was patrolling the coast the 
cruiser struck a mine, which exploded 
near her magazine. Trawiers ten 
miles distant felt the shock. From 
Eyemouth, fourteen miles from the 
scene of the explosion, 4 huge cloud 
of emoke was visible on the horizon. 
A torpedo-boat destroyer was sent to 
the rescue. She was followed by the 
Saint Abb’s motor lifeboat. The Path- 
finder was literally blown to pieces 
and the sea was strewn with wreck- 


The devastating effect of the explo- 
sien is emphasised in the report of 
Ceazswein Nesbit of the Saint Abb’s

The ship’s back must have 
been broken and the two minutes fol- 
lowing the explosion and before she 
sunk must have been terrible. But 
somebody seems to have kept his head 
and a wireless message was certainly 
sent out. Three other destroyers soon 
arrived. One appeared to have men 
standing by the guns and on the out- 
look for submarines.” 

The skipper of à trawler, who wit- 
nessed the blewing up of the Path- 
finder from a distance of less than 
three miles, later reached Berwick.

Every such delivery will be paid for at once in coin, 
or a receipt will be issued, to redeem after the termination of the war. 
“(3.) The inhabitants are to house our soldiers and horses in the 
best manner and to keep their houses lighted at night. 

“(4.) The inhabitants are to put the roads in a passable condition, 
to remove all obstacles erected by the enemy, and to give the best sup- 
port to our troops in order that they may be able to fulfill their task, 


“(5.) It is forbidden to collect in crowds on the streets, to ring the 
bells or to communicate with the enemy in any way whatever. 

“(6.) All weapons in possession of the inhabitants are to be handed 
over at the town hall within two hours. 

“(7,.) The Mayor, the clergymen, and four well-reputed citizens are 
to appear before me at once to act as hostages during the stay of the 
troops. Under these conditions—I repeat it—the lives and private prop- 
erty of the inhabitants are perfectly secure.

EW YORK, Sept. 7.—-That the 
resources of France 
taxed to the utmost in the carry- 
ing out of troop movements and the

The liner brought to New York 916 
persons, eighty-four of whom were in 
the steerage.

HOW THE BATTLE 
WAS DEVELOPED. 


{BY ATLANTIC CABLE AND A. . 
PARIS, Sept. 7, 4:30 p.m.—From 
official communications given out in 
Paris today it is learned that en- 
gagements which began Saturday and 
Sunday to the east and northeast of 
the French capital developed today 
into one of the most important battles 
of the campaign. The armies of the 
allies are opposing the German ad- 
vance over a front extending for 
about 120 miles from Nanteull-le 
Haudouin, thirty and forty miles east 
of Paris, to the great fortress of Ver- 
dun, in the Department of Meuse and 
twenty miles west of the German 
frontier. 

THE OFFICIAL NOTICE. 

The text of the official notice is as 
follows: 

“A general action has started on 
the line through Nanteuil-le-Hau- 
douin, Meaux, Sezanne and Vitry le 

ois, and extending to Verdun. 

“Thanks to the vigorous action of 
our troops, strongly supported by the 
British, the Germans started retiring. 
The Germans had advanced Saturday 
and Sunday into the region below 
Coulommiers and La Ferte Gaucher. 

“In the Austro-Russian theater of 
operations, twelve divisions of the 
Austrian army in the vicinity of Lem- 
berg, Galicia, have been completely 
destroyed.“ 


FRENCH WELL SUPPORTED. 

The French troops were strongly 
supported by the British soldiers who 
passed through Paris several days 
ago. 

The position chosen by the allied 
forces to give battle to the advancing 
invaders is declared to be most favor- 
able, having near its center the 
strongly entrenched camp at Chalons- 
sur-Marne. The allies condu 
their operations so successfully that 
a portion of the German forces were 
forced to retire. The Germans had 


reached the region around Coulom- 


miers and La Ferte Gaucher, respec- 
tively thirty and forty miles from 
Paris, when the detachments covering 
the flanks of the main German army 
encountered advanced detachments 
of the allies, who drove them back. 

The wounded began coming into 
Paris this afternoon. 

BATTLE NEARS PARIS. 

The nearness of this fighting to 
Paris was responsible for the reports 
current this afternoon that the sound 
of the firing could be heard from the 
city itself. The day was clear and a 
strong wind from the east would tend 
to support the contention of those 
who declare they heard the sound of 
artille 


ry. 

In some quarters it is estimated 
that nearly 1,000,000 troops are en- 
gaged in the fighting. Nearly all the 
railroads in every direction around the 
city were reserved today for the use 
of the military authorities, while 
large numbers of private automobiles 
and taxicabs have been employed in 
conveying provisions to the scene of 
operations. 

ONE MAN’S OPINION. 

Lieut.-Col. Rousset, military critic 
of La Liberte, said that the German 
armies had placed themselves in a po- 
sition which might become hopeless 
in case they suffered a check. 

In the fighting the German forces 
have their backs toward the capital. 
French troops are harassing their 
march. From time to time the Ger- 
mans turn and engage in the French 
at their backs. French shells fall 
continually in the German rear. Ob- 
servers consider it is obvious that Ger- 
mans could not attack Paris while the 
French armies were intact and are 
continuing their wide turning move- 
ment under perilous circumstances. 

RED CROSS ORDERS. 

The Red Cross surgeons and ambu- 
lance corps in Paris received instruc- 
tions that when they heard firing to 
go in the direction of the sound. Drs. 
E. L. Gros and A. J. Magnin of the 
American ambulance corps, were first 
on the field yesterday with ten auto- 
mobiles and twenty stretcher bearers. 
They left the city in the evening and 
following the sound of the cannonad- 
ing reached the French lines and 
passed beyond them until they were 
within the zone between the armies. 
They picked up some wounded Arabs, 
who had been pressing in pursuit of 
the Germans. Following a trail af- 
forded by the smoke from burning 
farmhouses, the physicians encoun- 
tered a French patrol, who said be- 
tuen 250 and 300 wounded Germans 
were in a ruined church close to the 
German line and attended by a single 
German surgeon and two nurses. 

‘Meaux is twenty-two miles east of 
Paris and Sezanne is about fifty-five 
miles east of the capital, Sezanne is 
also twenty-five miles southwest of 
Epernay. Vitry le Francois is on the 
right bank of the River Marne, and 
twenty-five miles southwest of Ver- 
dun. Coulommiers is in the depart- 
ment of the Seine and Marne is thir- 
teen miles southeast of Meaux 2 
Ferte Gaucher is ten miles east of 
Coulommiers and about forty miles to 
the east of Paris. 
douin is twenty-five miles northeast 
of the city of Paris and ten miles 
southeast of Senlis. The distance 
from Nanteuil le Haudouin to Verdun 
is, roughly, 120 miles. 

Before the official announcement 
was made, newspaper dispatches from 
both Berlin and London indicated 
that engagements of tremendous im- 
portance were being fought in the dis- 
trict described by the French War 
Office. The Berlin correspondent, 
whose dispatch was dated last Fri- 
day. said that a great battle was be- 
ing waged on the French center from 
Rethel to Verdun. A message from 
London early today expressed the 
common belief in England that a de- 
cisive battle was being fought at Ver- 
dun. An attack on Nancy was re- 
ported yesterday and it was said that 
Emperor William was with the at- 
tacking army. 

EMBASSY’'S ADVICES. 
[BY A. F. DAY WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—A di- 
patch received today at the French 
Embassy from Bordeaux says:: 

“On the 5th of September the 
north-south movement of the German 
armies has continued. Coulommiers 
and Epernay are the bases of the first 
German army. This army was at- 
tacked by us at Saint Soupplets, on 
the right bank of the River Ourca. 
Senlis was evacuated by us. On the 
road Mont Mirail to Chalons the sec- 
ond army has sent its advance guards. 
As for the third and fourth, the heads 
of their column are on the road from 
Chalons to Buasy. 

“The line of the fifth army has 
reached the road the Possesse, Train- 
court and Thiancourt, moving through 
the Argonne.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—Follow- 
ing a brief Labor Day recess, the 
first of the prolonged session, Con- 
gress will resume work tomorrow, 
chief interest centering in the emer- 
gency revenue bill to raise $100,000,- 
000. The House Ways and Means 
Committee hopes to agree upon com- 
modities to be taxed by Thursday at 
the latest, and Representative Un- 
derwood, chairman of the commit- 
tee, believes the House can pass the 
bill by Saturday night. 5 

“SURE THING.” 

Informal conferences today result- 
ed in no definite understanding as to 
what commodities should be taxed 
other than beer, proprietary prepara- 
tions and soft drinks. Committee 
members will insist that gasoline 
should be taxed and that the argu- 
ments against it are not well-founded. 
They do not believe that farmers and 
small manufacturers who use gasoline 
would make any serious complaint. 

THE MOVIES, TOO. 

Several members of the committee 
are still insistent that an additional 
tax should be levied on distilled liq- 
uors, and the question will be de- 
cided by a record vote in_the com- 
mittee. Taxes on automobiles and 
moving pictures appeared tonight the 
most likely additions to the list, al- 
though the form they would take was 


in doubt. 
STAMP TAX. 

Thus far the plans of the Ways 
and Means Committee have been on a 
basis ignoring a stamp tax, but if 
agreement can not be reached on 
taxable commodities that will yield 
$25,000,000 in addition to the $75.,- 
000,000 already tentatively provided 
for, it may be necessary to adopt a 
stamp tax. This may be limited, how- 
ever, to checks, drafts, telegrams, 
telephone messages, instead of being 
applied to conveyances, deeds, mort- 
gages and all legal papers, as was 
done in 1898. 


{BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE.) . 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.— With the 
pinch of poverty tightening among 
families left in the United States 
when thousands of European reserv- 
ists hurried away to war, government 
offictals tcday found themselves lett 
without means of offering aid. The 
problem of relief would have to be 
handled, it was declared today, by 
State and local governments through 
public subscriptions and by such help 
as the warring governments found 
themselves able to extend. 

Uncflicial reports received in Wash- 
ington indicate relief would soon be 
required among the wives and chil- 
dren whose bread winners went to 
war. Hundreds already are dependent 
upon public support in New York. In 
the coal regions of Pennsylvania, 
where thousands of alien miners quit 
work and hurried to their regiments, 
the poorhouses are said to be filled 
beyond their capacities. In other cities 
where aliens have established homes 
the situation is the same. 

None of the dependents of the aliens 
who went back to Europe to fight can 
be deperted under the law defining 
“public charges because their plight 
results from causes that occurred 
after they landed in the United States. 
In no event can alien public charges 

here three years be 
expelled. 


The government is exercising 
leniency even among undesirables now 
here if their deportation means ex- 
posure to danger abroad. | 

More than 500 aliens subject to de- 
portation at the cutbreak of the war 
have been allowed to remain until con- 
ditions permit of their expulsion with 
safety. Many of these are in public 
institutions where they will stay.

Landlords in Lehe, on the Weser of 
Prussia, Germany, have been unable 
to collect any rents since the war 
started, according to a letter received 
yesterday by Muhilenfeld, wife of 
Prof. Karl A. Muhlenfeld, a local 
teacher of languages. The opened 
letter with ite contents cénsored by 
the German military authorities, came 
from Mrs. Muhlenfeld's mother. 

U reports conditions of extreme dis- 
tress existing in the war-ripped life 
of the Germans. “Every able-bodied 
boy over 16 years old,“ the letter re- 
late, “and every man under 65 years 
has been ordered into the army, and 
they have all gone. In the streets you 
will not see a man for hours. 

“Ali the work in the fields is being 
done by women and giris, and busi- 
ness is at a total standstill. The t- 
tle merchants cannot get any supplies 
and have closed their shops. All 
prices are terribly advanced. 

“Tt is ag much as a foreigner’s life 
ie worth to be found here, for they 
are all pp yet of being spies. Par- 
ticularly do the ople despise the 
Pnglish and the Japanese, and v 
often we hear of the Union Jac 
being trampled in the mud by the 
women. 

“It is almost im ble to hold 
of any money. land! have 
given up all effort to collect their 
rents. body has anything with 
which to pay them. The terror of the 

women who have sent their men 
to the war is terrible.” 

This letter was posted August 7 and 
did not arrive until one month later.

A graduate of Oxford, younger son 
of a noble English family, an attor- 
ney and member of the mcet exclu- 


continent, Mr. Mordaunt lost heart in 
the future when his fiancee of long 
ago died on the day set for the wed- 
ding. 

He sought fcrgetfulness in adven- 
ture. He explored the deserts of Cen- 
tral Australia in his search for ex- 
citement. He joined in a dash for 
the Antarctic Pole; sailed on a slaver 
through the little known islands of 
Oceanica and the Eastern Archipela- 
gc; Was captured as a blackbirder in 
the South Seas and imprisoned in 


Honolulu, whence he escaped by 
swimming out to a passing vessel: was 
imprisoned in America as a yeggman 
and while in a-penitentiary, made up 
his mind to reform and work for the 
ealvaticn of other fallen men. 

His efforts have in a few years se- 
cured the paroling of 121 prisoners 
from San Quentin and Folsom and the 
complete reformation of the majcri- 
ty of them. His knowledge of law 
has helped to untangle a number of 
serious miscarriages of justice and 
save the sufferer# from felons’ graves.

Open Shop” Hearings Begin

Seeking a remedy, or at least a 
Palliative, for what it terms a more 
or less general industrial unrest due 
in some measure to the migratory 
character of labor, the United States 
Commission on Industrial Relations 
will begin a series of hearings today 
in the admitted stronghold of the 
“open shop.” The evidence adduced 
will, significantly, complement that 
gleaned last week in San Francisco, 
whose domination by the labor un- 
ions is a matter of familiar history. 

“A forward step inthe annals of 
economics we hope,” said Frank P. 
Walsh, chairman of the commission, 
in commenting yesterday on the work 
undertaken. ‘““‘If we achieve nothing 
else, we will at least supply a maas of 
data susceptible of use, we believe, in 
solving some of the problems pre- 
sented—illogically, it would seem—by 
a democracy of great material] re- 


sources which is confronted today by! 


food, and unemployment problems, 
as well as the slow disintegration of 
ite industrial system.

A partial solution for the prob- 
lem they present is more adequate 
rotation of crops, thus bridging over 
the now long periods of time in which 
there is little or no demand for the 
laborer who migrates from place to 
place in pursuit of a day’s work. 
Incidentally, crop rotation will work 
another benefit. It will more ade- 
quately use the soll, thus producing 
wealth in increasing quantities. 

“It is scarcely needful for me to 
say that a man whose mind is oc- 
cupied with work is less apt to be- 
come discontented than the man 
with nothing to do. For instance, we 
find discontent and lawlessness) 
rampant wherever large bodies of 
men are out of work for one cause 


or anéther.” 


Treating of the larger work of the 
commission, Mr. Walsh said: “It is 
too much to ask any body of men 
to devise ways and means of doing 
away with all the friction engendered 
by the fact that some men have to 
work for others. To do so would be 
to remake men. But there is much 
that we can do to reduce the tension. 

„ro be precise, there has never 
been an adequate industrial survey of 
fhis country, nor any attempt, based 
on sure knowledge, to eradicate the 
disease with which our industrial sys- 
tem is prone to be afflicted. We have

Unwelcome, 
EEK TO FORCE 
UNION SCALE. 


Paid Municipal Em- 


to Wage to Be 
ployees—Comp tion Equals or 
Betters the “Regulation.” 


Persistent efforts of union-labor 
delegates to force the city to adopt 
a scale of wages formulated by the 
unions have been a complete failure, 
but the rumor is now current that 
through an initiative petition the un- 
ionites propose to bring the subject 
before the people. 

“Curly” Grow and his associates 
made strenuous efforts before the 
City Council and the Finance Commit- 
tee to compel this adoption of rates. 

That the Council should adopt the 


union scale when it has employed at 
large expense a municipal efficiency 
expert and has assistants to work out 
a standardization of all salaries of 
municipal employees, has been con- 
sidered absurd by the Council. The 
Municipal Efficiency Commission is 
working out its schedules and pro- 
poses to see that the same class of 
labor in all departments of the city 
shall receive a fair and proper wage, 
and that this shall be uniform. 
That the ambition of the walking 
delegates to force an acknowledgment 
of the union scale is a fixed pro- 
gramme ie evidenced at Pasadena. 
There representatives of the Bullding 
Trades Council have appeared before 
the City Commissioners within the 
past few days and demanded that an 
ordinance be adopted whereby Pasa- 
dena shall pay union wages to every 
man in its employ. The unskilled 
laborer would receive $3 per day, no 
less, if the Pasadena laborites could 
induce the Commissioners of that city 
to conform to their demands. They 
also demand that no man shall be 
employed by the city until he has 
been a resident of the place for at 
least one year and shall also be a 
voter. 
At the present time Pasadena is 
paying its unskilled laborers a wage 
of $2.40 per day, while most of the 
skilled labor employed by the Crown 
City officials is paid wages fully equa) 
to the union scale. : 
When the union labor representa- 
tives appeared before the commission 
to urge its demands, Commissioner 
Loughery stated that if Pasadena 
raised the wage scale it would neces- 
sitate throwing out of employment 
many aged men, as they are physi- 
cally incapable of performing labors 
worth to the city $3 per day. 

. B. Myers, representing the 
labor council, urged that the Commis- 
sioners insist that street contractors, 
before they are awarded contracts, be 
made to agree to pay the union scale 
for labor. To this, objection was 
raised by Chairman Metcalf, who de- 
clared that he does not believe the 
commission has the power to desig- 
nate the wages any employee of a 
private contractor may receive. He 
also objected .to the demand that a 
man must be a resident of Pasadena 
a year before he could hope to re- 
ceive work from that city. The Com- 
‘mission decided to take no action.
